20. C J debriefed CALVlTOUS-l on the aomlng of 21 April* Z J ds- 
briefed hln again that afternoon. Ills story was checked and rechecked for dls- . 
erepancles and he w^s questioned about tlie various obvious incredible points 

the 23rd and 25th. Throug!) all of this CAUllCITOUS-1 stuck by his story, althoiigh 
he was the first to adjalt that it W4S quite incredible. The only point that he 
has conceded is that he invented a oiinor character who:o he claljned to have paid 
200 Ost-nar’es which he thought he co'jld pocket. He persisted with the reauesV 
that TTO suspend Judgment at least until w^ liad chec’ced the story with ^ ^ 

which was subsequently done.

audacity by suspecting that none of then would dare to leave the house by the 
front entrance.

After continue: questioning, ?uUL 
was dlLOissod and as!:cd to call CALAiUTlUd-l the next ti.n»? ho ca.*ne to derlin, 
wliic’. v;aa done in the o.'cnt that he were needed for further (juostioning. 

22. iT nisaw CAUiiITOUa-1 agaLi on 30 April. At this neeting CAUlUToUS-l 

iTraediatcly announced that he oelleved that story was cut from whole 

cloth and that those rarts of it w!ach differed from what he liad sail were nost

Iha wrath rrit:; which thi^ confession had oeon received made 
no lasting impression on CALA?tITC:US-l. As late as 17 Uay JUS-1 suggested

Cn the othe»* Hand 
there '.ras the evident hope for hia that by turning witness against the d H 
xnd Ci\LA*lTOUS-l lie ni ;ht be able to induce tho Soviets to be lenient with hia, 
C/7I.V7ITOU3-1 wag told of 70111*3 arrest so that he could decide for himself 
whether he was In InmeJiate longer. r#!ckoned that TOilL would not dare to talk 
and that h'^, therefore, was safe. L. H arrived In ierlln to stay on 13 Uay, 
She said that she had learned that the police were looking for her because POHL 
had talked, 

2U, The significance of these events to tliocr gj operation is probably 
considerable and for that reason tliev have been reported at such length. Their 
relation to 3 rrlll bo dealt wit!, in a subsequent despatch. .Ve feel that 

G/iLAIUTOUS-l by his Inlopendent waywardness ani untrutlifulness has shown that 
he cannot be controlled sufflclontiy for U3 to be abl. to use his undoubted 
talents. He Is certainly on tho criminal fringe and we are convinced that he 
haa been cheating us on money matters, ^ere is also the possibility' that 
CALA'TrCUS-1 is a controlled a*ent, for it will be noted ttiat all the people 
he has tujwied up to date are susnect. In an attempt to confirm or tentatively 
disprove this suspicion, JALAltITCUS-1 will be nut on the GAHlLiGd shortly'. After 
that test we shall have another looh at his case to determine whether he should 
be dropped or turned over to the IAv7i;I.Tf chain, 

2J. C:>crational expenditures charged to CbltAMTCl’3-1 have been heavy, but 
it should be remembered that much of the money was for extraneous projects such 
as the evacuation of EGULVIDT and the pi’ocurenent of Jovlet uniforms, which were 
urgently needed at tho time.
